— 8 I think it would go over 
What good is a seismograph in 
the basement? 

Those installed near coast lines 
can spot and track hurricanes and 
often warn ships in time to keep 
them out of danger zones. In 
the interior, knowledge of an 
area’s seismic history helps build- 
ers of flood control and other 
dams with their construction 
problems. Insurance companies 
are interested in earthquake data. 

Seismographs still can't predict 
earthquakes, but Sprengnether 
says that once there are enough

The St. Louisans have furnished 
much of the equipment for the 
excellent. facilities of St. Louis 
University and Fordham Univer- 
sity in New York. On order right 
now are shipments to Iceland, the 
Philippines, Egypt, the Belgian 
Congo, Milan, Italy, and a univer- 
sity in Argentina. 

Their seismographs recorded 
the shocks given off by the 
quakes in Japan during Decem- 
ber 1946 when 1026 persons 
were reported killed, 1035 in- 
jured and 100,000 made home- 
less. They were nearby, too, 
when 660 persons died and 5000 
were injured in Ecuador. last 
July. There hasn't been a major 
earthquake in this area since the 
one of 1811 at New Madrid, Mo.
